(he Atlantic battieship fleet 
Steamed slowly into Manila bay this aft- 
ernoon and sailing majestically across 
tne bay where Dewey and his men 
fought their ‘historic fight with the 
Spanish fleet ten years ago, dropped 
anchor off the city. 

The fleet cleared the soutn channel! 
Shortly after noon and steamed up the 
center of the bay, while dosens of 
launches and steamers, sailing proudly 
along beside the monsters of the navy, 
sounded a discordant welcome with 
whistles, cheers and every other noise- 
making device that could be contrived. 
presented a magnificent ap- 
as they moved slowly along, 
and sight of the long line evoked 
the wildest enthusiasm and the ad- 
miration of tnousands that crowded 
every point vantage. As the Con- 
necticut Jed the line past Corregidor, 
the garrison there fired the admiral's 
salute. The progress through the chan- 
nel was made in single column, but as 
soon as the last snip of the long line 
was safely passed, signals weré hoisted 
for the double column formation, and 
in this manner the ships steamed up 
tlle ‘bay two. abreast. 

The anchorage was reached at 3 o'clock 
and all along tne snore line the crowds 
continued to increase, even after @he 
last vessel had come to rest. As the 
ships anchored, General Weston, mili- 
tary commander in this city, sent a 
wireless message conveying the greet- 
ings of thimself, his officers ang the 
men of tne army to Admiral Sperry and 
his men. Admiral Sperry replied, thank- 
ing him for his kind welcome. 

Governor General Smith witnessed the 
arrival Of the fleet from his jaunch, 
where he entertained a large party of 
officials.

Athens, Ga., October 2.—(Spectal.)—! 
The attendance upon the University of 
Georgia steadily increases, It has now 
passed the four hundred and fifty mark, 
and there will be not less than 
hundred more to register during 
remainder of the session. Last session 
the attendance reached five hundred. 
This year it will go at least to five hun-; 
dred and fifty, If not higher. 

In the state college of agriculture: 
there are many students. and the at- 
in the strictly agriculture 
classes will reach Seventy-five during 
the session, exclusive of those who may 
attend the cotton school. 

It has been definitely determined to 
hold the cotton school again this year 
for ten days in January. Arrangements 
will be made to follow that schoo] with 
a ten days’ session of a farmers’ school, 
during which time one day will be 
given to the study of corn one day to 
live stock, one day to fruits, etc.. thus 
taking up in a practical manner every- 
thing of interest to the farmers.

Melbourne, October 2.—The cable has 
brought further details of the rescue of 
the castaways from the British steamer 
Aeon, who spent nearly two months on 
Christmas island, an almost barren 
coral formation in the Pacific ocean, 
whence they were taken several days 
ago by the steamer Manuka and con- 
veyed to Suva, Fiji islands. 

Mrs. Patrick and her little baby gir!, 
who was born under such novel sur- 
roundings on a desert island, were the 
first of the castaways. to be taken 
aboard the Manuka. Mrs. Patrick is the 
wife of Chaplain B. R. Patrick, United 
States navy. The infant was fed on 
the milk of the Aeon goat, which was 
saved from the wreck of the steamer. 
The work of transferring mother and 
child from the shore to the ship was 
difficult owing to the choppy sea which 
prevailed at the time. The castaways 
had plenty of provisions and found 
00d water on the island. 

The Chinese crew of the Aeon mu 
finied and looted the wreck.
